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AMERICAN BAR CHANGES ITS CONSTITUTION 
TO AVOID CHANCE OF ANY DISCRIMINATION 





Negro Issue Apparently Settled 

As More Votes Now Needed 

~. To Blackball 

Chicago, Ill. (CCNS) — With 
the association’s constitution 
amended to provide that four 
votes instead of two are required 
in the Board of Governors to 
blackball an applicant for mem- 
bership, the controversy over 
alleged discrimination against 
Negro lawyers in the American 
Bar Association appeared to 
have been settled at the annual 
convention here. 

This feeling was buttressed by

sorbed fifty lawyers on the split 
shift plan, which had required 
the plant to train members of 
the group as inspectors, super- 
visors, crib attendants and on 
the assembly line, because the 
increased production and activ- 
ity of the group on the night 
shift made it necesary to open 
other departments in the plant 
which otherwise would not have 
been necessary.

By 
February 17, 1943 it was neces- 
sary for the entire plant to be 
fully illuminated and every de- 
partment was working through- 
out the night. On February 17th, 
through the loss of a Navy con- 
tract which cancelled and 
to be replaced by a contract for 
another instrument for manu- 
facture, the plant was required 
to lay off a large number of its 
help.

the announcement of. retiring 
President George Maurice Mor- 
ris, Washington, that the board 
had before it several applica- 
tions of Negroes for membership 
on which it expected to act fav- 
orably. 

Fear that the issue might 
cause a serious breach in the as- 
sociation was expressed last 
spring when several eastern Bar 
organizations protested the de- 
lay in admitting a prominent 
New York Negro and it was 
claimed there was a settled pol- 
icy of excluding colored lawyers. 
Several widely known members 
of the New York Bar threaten- 
ed to resign from the national 
organization if the discrimina- 
tion continued, 

There was never anything 
in the American Bar’s constitu- 
tion to suggest any racial 
qualification for membership, 
but there was a provision that 
the vote of two members of the 
Board of Governors could reject 
an applicant. In order to dis- 
pel the idea that no Negro would 
ever be admitted because there 
would always be two representa- 
tives of the deep South on the 
board, it was proposed that 
membership be granted simply 
on majority vote of the board. 
This was changed in the House 
of Delegates in favor of the four- 
vote blackball provision. 

As a matter of fact, a reliable 
source stated, the Board of Gov- 
ernors has never divided on sec- 
tional lines in voting on mem- 
bership applications and the 
South has been unjustly blamed 
for the discrimination, if any, 
that has been practiced up to 


this time. 
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Upon receipt of a matter from 
the Bureau the member to whom

requirements.
